BOY DRAGS 
SISTER FROM 
FLAMES 

SIx-Year-Old 
Youngster Saves Home 

A little six-year-old boy’s heroic 
efforts to save his sister from a 
horrible death ended in vain to¬ 
day. 

His sister died at Fullerton Gen¬ 
eral ho.spital from bums received 
Tuesday. 

The victim was Betty Lou 
Claus, 9, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lloyd Claus of Cypress. 

The hero was Donnie Claus, 6. 
Traged.v struck in the Claus 
home early Tuesday morning, a-s 
the two children were dressing 
for school. Their parents had al¬ 
ready left for work, the mother 
to the Olive Dueling Fur shop, 
.Santa Ana. the father to Long 
Beach, where he is employed in 
the oil fields. 

Betty was standing close to the 
open gas heater, becau.se it was 
cold in the hou.se. 

She screamed as her clothes 
burst into a sudden sheet of flame, 
Donnie ran to her, beat helple.ssly 
at the fire. Then he dragged the 
writhing girl into the bathroom, 
shoved her under a shower, and 
turned on the water. 

His work was not done, however. 
In the front room flames had 
spread to the floor, threatened 
the Claus home. As his sister lay 
moaning in the bathroom, Donnie 
beat out the flames then called for 
help.' ] 

For two days doctors took up! 
the battle where Donnie had 
stopped, but their efforts to .save 
Betty Lou were futile. First, .sec¬ 
ond and third degree burns caused 
her death today. 

Betty Lou will be buried in Cy- 
pre.ss Saturday. Her body is at 
the Bond-Schush mortuary in Ful¬ 
lerton. 

Her relatives, be.sides father, 
mother and brother, include three 
grandparent-s, Mrs. Bertha Claus 
of Santa Ana and Mr. and Mrs. 
Gordon Pinkham of Seal Beach:

JAIL RELEASE 

Orange county jail doors were 
opened for Mrs. Violet Wells Nor¬ 
ton today, but .she voluntarily 
passed up her first chance at free¬ 
dom since her imprisonment more 
than six months ago. 

A United States circuit court of 
appeahs’ writ freeing her arrived 
here yesterday, but the English 
woman asked to remain behind 
bars until she learned wlt^ther ef¬ 
forts to raise money on which 
she could return to England were 
successful. 

Sentenced to jail for a year on 
a charge of mail fraud growing 
out of a letter she assertedly wrote 
Clark Gable seeking the support 
of her daughter, Gwendoline, Mrs. 
Norton was freed of the charge 
several weeks ago when the ap¬ 
pelate court ruled she could not be 
guilty of fraud. 

Deportation proceedings have 
been brought, against the woman 
by the federal immigration de¬ 
partment, but if deportation is or¬ 
dered she will be sent to Canada 
Instead of Great Britain, since she 
entered the United States through 
the dominion.

Kxhoncrated by testimony of a 
13-year-oId girl who repudiated a 
story she told from the witness 
stand yesterday, Rudy Goetz was 
i freerl today of two morals charges. 

He was onlcred released hy Su¬ 
perior Judge G. K. Scovel this 
morning after the girl mounted 
the witness stand and said that 
her story, as told to the jury yes- 
teiday afternoon, was untrue. She 
had accused Goetz of 13 assaults 
on her.

Death of Season 

COLUSA, Calif. (A*i—The 1937 
duck hunting season in California 
took its first victim today with 
the death of Joseph Fahardo, 31, 
injured yesterday when a gun ac¬ 
cidentally discharged. 

Fahardo, resident of Locke in 
Sacramento county, was hunting 
with his father-in-law, Frank Tay¬ 
lor, in a boat on Butte creek, eight 
miles from Colusa. He was shot 
in the spine.

LOS ANGELES. (A*l--Another 
link with California’s early history 
was broken today with the death 
of Senora Concepcion Avila de 
Ruiz, 84, great-granddaughter of 
a soldier who arrived In 1789 to 
protect the rights of the Spanish 
crown. 


For as long as he can remem¬ 
ber, C. L. “Tex” Ness ha,s been 
training prize fighters.

A war veteran at the El Toro 
CCC camp, Ness claims cock fight¬ 
ing, though illegal in every state 
but Florida, is the original sport 
of aristocrats, and that it’s one of 
the oldest sports in history. 

“Some of the most prominent 
sportsmen in California are cock- 
fighting enthusiasts,” the war 
veteran elaims. ".M-a,vbe it's be¬ 
cause the sport doesn’t have an.v 
legal proteetion that the real 
sportsmen have been so careful 
to keep racketeering and iin- ' 
ethical practices out of the 
ST-.^ne.” 

(lame chickens are ' natural 
fighters, he points out. Has to 
keep them separate while he's 
raising them, or they’d kill each 
other.

500 CHINESE 

I Jap Airmen Destroy 
Hangchow Suburb 

SHANCiHAI. (.Ti — Chinese dis¬ 
patches from Hangchow today 
said more than 1000 civilians were 
killed and wounded in a Japanese 
air raid on Hsiaoshan, about 12 
miles southeast of Hangchow. 

Five hundred dead and wounded 
noncombatants were reported 
found in the ruins of buildings 
destroyed by Japanese incendiary 
bombs. Those buried in the 
wreckage were not immediately 
e,xtricated. 

Score.s were made homeless by 
the destruction of 1100 houses in 
Hsiao.shan. 

Two Chinese airplanes raided 
Japanese positions at Shanghai 
today in the first aerial attack in 
more than a month. 

One bomb dropped near the 
former anchorage of the Japanese 
flagship Idzumo, near the Jap¬ 
anese consulate, but did no dam¬ 
age. 

They declared, however, that in 
an air battle near or over Nanking 
six Japanese planes shot down 13 
of China’s new soviet-built air¬ 
planes. 

China was said to be massing a 
fleet of 300 Russian-built war¬ 
planes for a renewal of aerial at¬ 
tacks on Japan’s advancing 
armies.

$ 1000 Price for Pacific 
Coast Organizer 

I MINNEAPOLIS. (JP) — Harry 
■ Bridges, leader of CIO forces on 
the Pacific coast, is the target for 
I American Federation of Labor bul¬ 
lets. a former Minneapolis labor 
union member charged at last 
night's discussion of "gangster¬ 
ism” in the labor movement. 

At a mass meeting called as an 
outgrowth of the slaying of Pat¬ 
rick J. Corcoran, A. F. of L. 
leader, George Cole, regional di¬ 
rector for CIO, read an affidavit 
signed by Robert John Bell, for¬ 
mer union man. detailing the al¬ 
leged plot to kill Bridges. I 

Bridges is director of the CIO 
on the west coast, leader of the 
International Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen’s union, and father 
of the Maritime Federation of the 
Pacific, which combines all west 
coast maritime unions. 

Bridges was a leader in two 
protracted coastwise maritime 
strikes in recent years, ’Jnd the 
target of bitter and almost con¬ 
tinuous verbal attacks by conserv¬ 
ative labor, business and political 
leaders. Repeated attempts have 
been made to deport him to Aus¬ 
tralia, where he was bom. 

Bell’s affidavit said he was 
called into the office of a Minne¬ 
apolis A. F. of L. worker and 
given $1000 with in.structions to 
go to Seattle, but did not know 
[ why he was being sent. 

Arriving there, he received $10 
I a day for expenses, the affidavit 
I said, and after several days was 
’ sent to Portland, where another 
A. F. of L. leader gave him in- 
. structions. 

The instructions, Bell said In 
I his affidavit, were to "get” a CIO 
leader named Harry Bridges. Bell 
I said the labor leader showed him 
a revolver which the Minneapolis 
man was to use to kill the opposi¬ 
tion union man. 

‘ Saying he ’’loved freedom” and 
”w'as going to stay free,” Bell re- 
I fused to have anything to do with 
‘ the scheme, he declared. Later he 
' informed CIO workers of the pro- 
^ posal, he said.

MOTORIST 
FIRES WHEN 
HALTED 

Wound May Prove 
Fatal to Patrolman 

Armed for what might de¬ 
velop into a melodramatic gun 
battle, federal and county offi¬ 
cers today joined San Clemente 
police In a widespread search for 
the motorist who shot and crit¬ 
ically wounded Allen Stone, 29, 
federal border patrolman, in San 
Clemente last night. 

Stone’s assailant, officers were 
warned, may be William Boyd, 
wanted in Fort Worth, Tex., for 
robbery and impresonating an 
army officer and in San Diego 
for wounding, kidnaping and rob¬ 
bing a policeman. 

SHOT THROUGH CHEST 

Shot through the chest after 
he stopped a northbound gray 
coupe with a Florida license plate. 
Stone was believed recovering in 
Santa Ana Valley hospital today, 
although he still was unable to 
furni.sh a complete description of 
the driver. 

Suspicious of the coupe as It 
approached San Clemente from the 
south, Stone gave chase in his 
car, finally caught the Florida 
auto at Avenida Cornelio. 

As he walked up to the car. 
the b()rder policeman, alone and 
in civilian clothes, announced he 
was a federal officer.

A jury of ten women and two 
men in Superior Judge James L. 
Allen’s court decided that last 
night, when they convicted Han¬ 
sen on two counts of sex crimes 
against two Newport Beach girls, 
12 and 14 years of age. The jury 
recommended Imprisonment in the 
state penitentiary. 

The conviction came after a 
plea by John Colwell, Hansen’s 
court-appointed attorney, for ac¬ 
quittal or a county jail term.

You might as 
well send him to the gallows.”

Because Hansen was once con¬ 
victed of robbery and served five 
years In San Quentin, he must go 
to Folsom, where the leaders of 
the 1928 riot were sent. He said, 
in a statement introduced during 
the trial, that he had been "a 
model prisoner” and a “stool- 
pigeon.”

Roosevelt had called for voluntary 
control with “no coercion.”

One of the men named was 
Charles (Lucky) Luciano, vice 
racketeer and gambler, now in 
prison. Dewey, who is district at- 
tomev-elect of Manhattan, made 
his charges in a formal letter to 
Gov. Herbert H. Lehman. He did 
so to support his campaign con¬ 
tention that Marinelli is unfit to 
hold public office, and al-so at the 
specific request of the governor. 

Dewey accused Marinelli of pro¬ 
tecting one Charles Falci at a time 
when Falci was a fugitive from 
justice, sought bv the federal au¬ 
thorities. He al.so charged that 
Marinelli gave him employmert 
and bought him clothes. 

The man named by Dewey as 
having been appointed to the 
$5000 city job was Patrick J. Lupo. 
Dewey said he served a penden- 
tiary term in 1909 for felomou.s 
assault, and was convicted n 1914 
for second degree grand larceny. 

In June, 1932, Dewey charged 
this man accompanied Marmelli 
and Luciano, who is now .serving 
a term of from 30 to 50 years in 
Dannemora prison for compulsory 
prostitution, to the Democratic 
convention in Chicago. Lupo was 
with them, Dewey said, when they 
entertained in the Drake hotel and 
went to the Arlington race track. 

On Nov. 10. 1932, Dewey said. 
"Marinelli caused Lupo to be ap¬ 
pointed deputy commissioner of 
records in the county court of the 
city of New York .at a salary of 
$5000 a year." 

He was "forced to resign’’ in 
March, 1935, after an investiga¬ 
tion by the commissioner of ac¬ 
counts, Dewey charged.

Recipes 
For Men 
Are Tasty 

By JUDITH WILSON 

Today's recipes are given in re¬ 
sponse to requests for dishes that 
men enjoy. One reader was espe¬ 
cially anxious to have a suggestion 
for a main dish to be served at a 
party made up almost entirely of 
men. For her, we suggest the fol¬ 
lowing: 

ONION RAREBIT 

V 2 pound cheese cut in small 
pieces 

2 tablespoons butter 
% teaspoon salt 
'/2 teaspoon dry mustard 
Dash of cayenne 
V 2 cup thin cream 
1 egg, well beaten 
1 cup onion, thinly sliced 
Toasted bread 
Parsley for garnishing 
Melt half of the butter in a 
double boiler, add the chee.se and 
stir until melted. Add the season¬ 
ings and then the cream gradu- 
aliy, stirring constantly. Add the 
beaten egg last of all. In the 
meantime saute the onion rings 
slowly in the remaining butter 
until they are tender. Make toast, 
spread with butter and the onion 
rings. Pour the rarebit over the 
onions and serve at once. Grilled 
tomato halves make a nice accom¬ 
paniment. Be sure to garnish the 
plates attractively with crisp 
parsley. Six servings.

TOWNSEND 
NEWS, VIEWS

The Orange county Townsend 
bazar is on in full blast and the 
hall's all dolled out in a brand new 
outfit of Christmas clothes. Better 
look out girls, and not get under 
the mistletoe unle.ss you're pining 
for results. There’s plenty of mis¬ 
chief in the heart of some of the 
grey haired Townsend boys and so 
the writer won't guarantee what 
will or won't happen. 

There is one thing which he can 
be safe in assuring, and that is 
every one who attends will have a 
good time as well as see some 
pretty decorations. Remember the 
location is Townsend hall at 509 
We.st Fourth street, Santa Ana. 

There are still .some folks who 
don't know that the Townsend plan 
does not make mandatory $200 per 
month annuities at the start. They 
■seem to fear that the nation could 
not bear the cost of $200 per 
I month each for the old folks. Well, 
under the Townsend plan if it can 
not afford such generous annuities, 
then they will not be and that is 
all there is to it. The Townsend 
plan provides that such funds as 
may be received from the pro¬ 
posed 2 per cent transaction tax 
and other revenue raising mediums 
connected with the bill now before 
congress, shall be placed in a sep¬ 
arate fund in the United States 
treasury. From this fund neces- 
•sary expen.ses for administration 
of the act will be taken and after¬ 
wards the money in the special 
fund will be apportioned monthly, 
pro-rata, to all the qualified appli¬ 
cants in such amounts as the rev¬ 
enue measures of the act make 
possible but never in excess of the 
maximum of $200 monthly. If the 
revenue thus raised is only suffi¬ 
cient to pay each applicant $50 per 
month annuities that is all they 
will get and likewise if the fund 
make $100 per month possible that 
will be the amount. The belief is 
that when business resulting from 
the Town.send annuity money in 
circulation gets in full swing that 
there will eventuate a capability 
of paying the maximum of $200, 
but it will not be paid until the 
money is in the United States 
treasury for .such purpo.ses. 

Here is .something more that a 
lot of folks who oppo.se the Town¬ 
.send plan don't know and that is: 
Any surplus, in any calendar 
month, over and above the amount 
necessary to take care of the 
Townsenrl annuities and adminis¬ 
tration expenses, shall be used by 
the treasury in liquidation of the 
national debt, until same is cleared, 
after which it .shall go into the 
general fund. From this it ran he
